Invitation to Visitors. Visitors are welcome at our place every day in the year, and there 
is no obligation to purchase. 


Terms. Cash with order or satisfactory references, except to parties of known responsibility. 


Transportation at Purchaser’s Risk. All! transportation expenses are to be paid by the 
purchaser; our responsibility ceases upon delivery, in good order, to forwarding companies. 


Substitution. We do not substitute unless so authorized. It is well, however, as the season 
advances, to name substitute to be used tn the event of shortage. 


Inspection. Our Nurseries were inspected by a representative of M. S. Yoemans, State 
Entomologist, Atlanta, Ga., September, 1940, and a certificate to this effect, and that plants 
are fumigated as required by law, accompanies every shipment, and we comply with the 
various laws of the states mto which we ship. 

Claims. If, by any possibility, errors should occur, they will be promptly rectified, tf claim 
is made within 10 days after receipt of the goods. 

Guarantee. We cannot control conditions after plants leave our hands, and we cannot, 
therefore, guarantee our plants to Itve. We do guarantee all stock sent out to be well rooted, 
true to name, properly packed and shipped according to instructions. 

Quantity Rates. Forty or more plants at the 100 rate; 300 or more at the 1000 rate. 

Order Early. We cannot too strongly urge the advisability of ordering early. In so domg 
one gets the assortment and pick of the stock and avoids disappointment of possible failure to 
get order filled complete. Orders may be sent early and stock reserved for later delivery.

AZALEA austrina. This beautiful Azalea 
is found in northwestern Florida to Central 
Georgia. Flame is the usual color, but some 
are almost red, and we have a limited stock 
of yellow. When ordering Austrina state 
colors desired. We highly recommend 
this Azalea. 


A. alabamiensis. A highly fragrant and 
very scarce native Azalea. White or white 
with yellow spot. Very desirable. 


A. calendulacea. Native in central Georgia 
to the Carolinas, but fairly well adapted 
to southern Georgia. Large flame to red 
flowers. 

A. canescens. The most common of the 
native Azaleas and is found throughout 
southern Georgia and northern Florida, 
growing on moist but well-drained soil. 
Light pink. Blooms a little earlier than 
other native Azaleas. 

A. speciosa. A central Georgia Azalea with 
large flowers in varying shades of pink. 








Some of the loveliest colors in 
Azaleas are found in our hardy native, 
deciduous varieties. For years we 
have diligently collected the finer 
types, cut them back and grown them 
over into select, stocky plants, which 
are far superior to those usually 
offered direct from the woods. 


In Baker County, Georgia, we 
collected a yellow form of Azalea 
austrina which Is rare, and in extreme 
southwestern Georgia and southeast- 
ern Alabama we secured the best 
types of the highly fragrant A. 
alabamiensis. In Middle Georgia 
we have collected good types of A. 
austrina, A. speciosa and some 
A. calendulacea. Native azaleas are 
perfectly hardy, and they bloom late, 
extending the flowering season far 
into April. They should find a 
place in every Azalea garden.
